& per cent of total union membership. ‘The estimated figure of 200 Copmunists in 
the Christian syndicates is based upon the supposition that the Belgian CP finds 
it necessary to infiltrate a mmber of under cover agents in such unions in order 
to be informed on the activity of non-Commnist unions. The AOS draws its members 
solely from among Belgian bargemen and its membership represents about 10 per cent 
of all syndicated bargemen in the Antwerp area. AOS influence is slight, its 
membership is small, and it has no part in the arbitration commissions.
